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Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicant, in these proposed amendments, substantially amends the language of all pending claims (see 
claim 7 and claims 3, 8, and 10 dependent thereon), hence said amendments as proposed raise new issues requiring further 
consideration and/or search; while none of the claims have been placed in condition for allowance, and therefore the proposed 
amendments do not place the application in better form for appeal. 



Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: With regard to comments in traverse included in 
Remarks submitted with said proposed amendments, examiner makes of record not to agree with applicant's allegation that element AB 
in Komoto et al is not at the surface of the device, the device being defined by definition of the cited portion of 2140 in the rejection. 
Furthermore, examiner cannot find any relevant claim language for applicant's allegation that "there is no means disclosed to correct the 
light output after the final assembly with the sealing resin". On the final comments on light absorber actually being 'included in the sealing 
resin: outer sealing resin is separate from the inner sealing resin and serves as an additional sealing resin around the device of Komoto 
et al, and therefore examiner disagrees that AB must be included in the sealing resin as a whole, i.e. the two separate portions of sealing 
resin, inside the device as defined through identification of its parts in the rejection, and outside said device, for the rejection to be valid. . 
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
